Government Accountant Says So 
in Tracing Manipulations to 
Boom Company’s Shares. 


WASH SALES POINTED OUT 


W. M. Oler, Ice Company President, 
Tells of His Loans from Morse 
Bank—Sturgis Also Tells of Loan. 


Further details of Charles W. Morse’s 
operations in Ice were laid before the jury 
yesterday in the trial of the ex-banker 
and Alfred H. Curtis for alleged viola- 
tions of the National bank, laws in the 
Criminal’ Branch of the United States 
Circuit Court. For nearly four hours 
Edward G. Moxey, ex-Bank Examiner, 
put before them.a mass of statistics which 
purported to show how Mr. Morse manip- 
ulated the stock of the American Ice Se- 
curities Company every day from June 
15, 1905, the day the stock was first put 
on the market, until the end of October,, 
1907, when he had retired from the Na- 


tiona! Bank of North America. 

According to Mr, Moxey, Mr. Morse 
began his operations with a list of twen- 
ty-five brokers, through whom he carried 
on his operations, and fifty accounts 
which were distributed among these 
firms. Then he read a synopsis he had | 
made of Mr. Morse’s dealings from the 
statements sent in for each of the ac- 
counts. 

What Mr. Moxey attempted to show 
was that it was Mr. Morse alone who for 
weeks at a time made a market for Ice. 
Earlier in the day Wesley M. Oler, Presi- 
dent of the American Ice Company, was 
callea to tell of his loans from the Na- 
tional Bank of North America. Just be- 
fore the court adjourned for the day 
Thomas Sturges of the Continental Fi- 
nance Company became a witness to de- 
scribe a loan made to his company 
through Mr. Morse so that it might par- 
ticipate in the Ice syndicate. 

The brokers who, according to Mr. 
Moxey, operated for Mr. Morse were John 
Wallace & Co., Charles-H. Dewitt & Co., 
Raymond Pynchon & Co., William C. 
Sheldon & Co., Boody, McClellan & Co., 
Whitney & Kitchen, Holey, Learned & 
Co., Arthur Lipper & Co., Tefft, Wallace 
& Co., Hayden, Stone & Co., S. H. O. 
Pell & Co., C. E. Wells & Cg., H. C. 
Brown & Co., J. S. Bache & Co., Shear- 
son, Hamill & Co., Hornblower & Weeks, 
J. B. Russell & Co., Albert Loeb & Co., 
Popper & Sternbach, Charles G. Gates & 
Co., S. W. Boocock, Primrose. & Braun, 
Stokes, Robinson & Co., Shoemaker, 
Bates & Co., and Rogers & Gould. All 
these houses are members of the New 
York Stock Exchange, with the exception 
of Primrose & Braun, which operates on 
the Curb market, 


Ice Transactions Summarized. 


To save the time necessary to put such 
a mass of figures in the minutes, Mr. 
Moxey was allowed by the defense to sub- 
mit a summary he had made of Mr. |} 
Morse’s daily transactions in Ice. As he 
testified, District Attorney Stimson 
would call his attention to an item which | 
seemed to show that there had been an 
artificial attempt to create a market in 
the stock. Thus, on Oct. 2, 1905, it ap-| 
peared that Mr. Morse sold 2,000 shares 
of Ice and bought 2,000. 

“From the same broker?” 
Stimson. 

** Yes,"" the witness replied, 

“ At the same price?” 

*“ Practically.” 

On March 26, 1906, Mr. Morse bought 
19,400 shares of ice stock and sold 20,400} 
shares. The net difference in his holdings | 
was a reduction of 1,000 shares. If all of 
his transactions had been recorded and 
mone of the purchases and sales had 
been written off against each other by | 
the same broker, the number of his trans- | 
actions would have been 39,500. Yet that 
day the total number of transactions on 
the New York Stock Exchange was only | 
82,720 shares. 

On Nov. 9 and 10, 1906, Mr. Morse 
bought and sold 700 shares, and the re- 
turns of his brokers showed that on those 
days seven lots, each of 100 shares, were 
bought and sold by him at 88%, 88%, 88%, 
8914, 89%, 89%, and 90%. On the next four 
business days the daily returns from the 
New York Stock Exchange showed trans- 
actions amounting to 100 shares of Ice 
daily. Mr. Morse’s brokers reported that 
on each of these days he had bought and 
fold exactly 100 shares. 

Toward the end of December, 1906, the 
market fluctuated violently. On Deo. 20 
Mr. Morse again seemed to be responsible 
for the entire New York dealings in Ice 
with a purchase and sale of 100 sheres. 
On Dec. 21, the range of prices was from 
77 to 74%, and Mr. Morse was ocredited 
with selling 1,800 shares and buying 1,000 
shares, 

On Dec. 24 no one but Morse had any 
Ice to deal in. He controlled the market 
with the purchase and sale of 400 shares, 
end on Dec. 26, on which day he sold 2,700 
and bought 38,300 shares, the price had 
gone up to 93, with a low record for the 
day of 84. All through January, 1907, Mr. 
Morse’s transactions were in small lots 
of 100 and 200 shares, and the result of a 
whole month's business was that he had 
sold 2,800 shares and purchased 2,500, The 
total amount of transactions on the New 
York Stock Exchange was only 3,000 
shares. Mr. Moxey pointed out that in 
January of the year before there had 
been 179,499 transactions, of which Mr. 
Morse’s share was 89,950 purchases and 
76,650 sales. 

When ‘ce Became Inactive. 


Later in the year the market in Ice 
became still more tnactive. In the last 
five business days of February Mr. Morse 
did nothing in Ice, and all the rest of 
Wal Street put together could only ac- 
complish 20 sales. In May the financier 
did not buy or sell Ica between May 8 and 
May 11, and only 10 other safes were re- 
corded on the Stock Exchange. On May 
13 he was credited with buying and selling 
100 shares, and precisely that number is 
recorded as changing hands in all Wall 
Street.

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DR. 6. ELIOT NORTON 
DIES IN CAMBRIDG 


Critic and Harvard Lecturer 
Passes Away After a Long 
and Distinguished Career. 


A FRIEND TO FAMOUS MEN 


He Called Attention to FitzGerald, De- 
fended Carlyle, and Interpreted 
Dante—His Studies in Italy.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Wednesday, Oct. 
21.—Charles Eliot Norton, the well-known 
philanthropist and scholar, and for many 
years a member of the Harvard faculty, 
died at 1:45 o'clock this morning at his 
home in this city. 


A student of atavism would account for 
the unique individuality of Charles Eliot 
Norton and the unique position he occu- 
pies in American culture from the fact 
that he was the son of Andrews Norton, 
one of the most learned and prejudiced 
theologians of his day, who took a pious 
pride in being a descendant of the learned 
and militant Puritans of Stortford, Eng- 
land. In the son, however, the learning 
was broadened, the scholarship more hu- 
man, and the faith in Deism softened fo 
an aesthetic and Intellectual reverence for 
Pantheism. The prejudice remained, but 
only as the result of much reading and 
worldly observation; never as the expres- 
sion of bigotry. 

He was born in Cambridge, In the old 
mansion on Shady Hill that was always 
his home, Nov. 16, 1827. He was gradu- 
ated from Harvard with the class of 
‘46, and, curious ag it may seem, intended 
to fit himself for a commercial career. 
He at once entered the counting room of 
a Boston merchant engaged in the East 
Indian trade and two years later shipped 
as supercargo on a vessel bound for 
India. He traveled in that country for 
two years and then Ielsurely returned 
home by the way of Italy, France, and 
England. In 1855 he started on his second 
journey to Europe, and while there on a 
Swiss lake he met John Ruskin, who was 
traveling with his parents. 

A friendship rapidly grew up between 
the young man and a correspondence be- 
gan which was to continue through life. 
Writing forty years later Ruskin enthus!- 
astically commemorates the meeting and 
calls Norton “ my friend and only tutor.” 
Thus Norton begaa his career as the dis- 
coverer of great men. 

In the late sixties, when he was editing 
The North American! Review with James 
Russell Lowell, Norton was the first 
American critic to draw attention to the 
beauties of FitzGerald’'s verse in his ren- 
dering of Omar Khayyam, and had a long 
correspondence with the translator-poet 
and dramatist. When James Anthony 
Froude angered the Carlyle family by a 
too broad publication of Carlyle's letters, 
it was Norton who was asked to present 
Carlyle in the proper light. His introduc- 
tion to the Carlyle reminiscences letters 
is an outburst of righteous wrath against 
Froude. He was also the editor of Goethe 
and of the first authorized edition of 
Ruskin’s works. 

Nor was his predeliction in this respect 
confjned to foreigners. He was the life- 
long friend and colleague of Longfellow, 
Holmes, Lowell, Curtis, and Emerson. 
Again and again Longfellow flatteringly 
refers to him in his diary. 

“Norton was, with Horace Scudder, the 
literary executor of Lowell, the chosen 
biographer of Holmes, and to him was 
also entrusted the task of editing the

Norton’s collection of original writings 


is small, but significant. His earliest 
is a monograph on the portraits of Dante 
written for the Florentine celebration of 
1865. Three volumes: ‘‘ Considerations on 
Some Recent Social Theories,’ ‘* Histor- 
ical Studies of Church Building in the 
Middle Ages,’’ and ‘“‘ Notes of Travel and 
Study in Italy’’ consist of collected pa- 
pers but by no means exhaust the con- 
siderable number that from time to time 
have come from his pen. He also made 
delightful prose translations of Dante’s 
“Vita Nuova” and ‘ Divina Commedia” 
in diction that fs almost Biblical, and 
with coloring and phrasing that only a 
master of the two languages could have 
produced. 

As an entirely original writer Norton ts 
at his best in his volume on mediaeval 
church building. He reveals great rever- 
ence for Roman Catholic legends and 
treats all traditions with sweetness and 
tenderness of contemplation rarely found 


Catholic subjects. 

Norton was Professor of the History of 
Art at Harvard from 1874 until 1898, and 
was then elected Professor Emeritus. 
He continued and broadened the work 
begun by Ticknor, Longfellow, and Low- 
ell. On his given subject he delivered 
two courses on.alternate years, “‘ Ancient 
Art” and “ Mediaeval and Modern Art.”’ 
Besides these he had a small class on 
the study of Dante. 

His mission, as he undestood it, was to 
make his pupils more appreciative of the 
beauty and moral influence of art, and

HAD TOO MUCH MONEY. 


So Pittsburg Steel Man Wrote Before 
He Shot Himself.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 20.—Otha M. 
Hartzell, formerly a wealthy Pittsburg 
iron broker and protege of Andrew Car- 
negie, has attempted suicide at San 
Raphael, Cal., according to advices reach- 
sing his relatives here to-day. At a late 
hour last night he prepared’a note to 
the manager cf the hotel where he was 
stopping, saying that he had too much 
money and too few friends, and then 
shot himself through the head. Late in- 
formation to relatives was that there was 
no possible chance for his recovery. 

Mr. Hartzell was very close to Mr. Car- 
regie some years ago and through his 
advice h3 amassed a fortune in pig tron 
and metal trades. He was at one time 
at the head of the Neshannock Sheet and 
Tin Plate Company, but he sold out to 
the American Tin Plate Company and 
made another fortune there. 

He next connected himself with the Jami- 
son Coal and Coke Company, ‘selling out 
of this concen at high tide. ' 
“Relatives had not heard from him in 
months, until informed of his attempt at 
Suicide. Mr. Hartzell’s wife died some 
time ago.

He often quoted 
Emerson's verse to make the Harvard 
youth understand that there were other 
things In life besides athletics and society, 
and the strain of affairs—other and more 
worthy things than even food, raiment, 
and money-getting. 

He hesitated to “ confition”’ a student 
in these courses, for he thought, wit 
gentle conceit, that the pupil could not 
have Hstened to nim for three hours a 
week without deriving at least a “ pass 
mark's "' worth of benefit. And so nearly 
all “‘ crawled " through. 

With the Dante course Norton practi- 
eally had his picks of the best students, 
often men of European schooling, who 
knew what he was imparting to them. 
They made a samal! but congenial com- 
pany, and close and enduring friendships 
were made over the pages of the ‘* Com- 
media.’’ To Norton Dante was more than 
a poet. He was the embodiment of 
mediaeval thought and culture—an _ eter- 
nal example of patience and work. Norton 
founded the Dante Society of Cambridge, 
whose greatest literary monument is a 
complete concordance to the poems of 
Dante, omitting the ‘‘ Commedia.”’ 

From time to time academic honors 
came to Norton, both from American and 
Furopean universities. In 1862 he married 
Susan Sedgwick. Since her death in the 
late seventies it had been noticed that a 
curious melancholy was tempering his 
geniality, which not infrequently found | 
expression in bitterness. They had three 
daughters and three sons. One of the lat- 
ter, Richard, is Director of the American 
School in Rome. Another, Eliot, is a law- 
yer in this city, actively ameliorating the 
condition of Italian grants. , 
Bey) Ange Md ni * i both.

LONDON, Oct. 20.—-A special dispatch 
received here fromm Rome says that Mar- 
gherita, the Dowager Queen of Italy, has 
at last consented to the marriage of the 
Duke of the Abruzzi and Miss Katherine 
Elkins. King Victor Emmanuel’s present 
to the bride, according to the same 
source, will be a diamond tiara valued at 
$100,000. 


TURIN, Oct. 20.—The Duke of the 
Abruzzi has suddenly disappeared from 
Turin, and as a search has failed to 
locate him, the report has gained cirou- 
lation that he has left for America, sail- 
ing under an assumed name. 

While it is stated in some quarters that 
the Duke is already on his way to the 
it is also asserted, on 
equally reliable authority, that he will 
not leave Italy until after his promotion 
as Rear Admiral, which is expected to 
take place Nov. 11, on the occasion of 
the King’s birthday. 

Among other reports that find currency 
here is one to the effect that the Duke 
will proceed to the United States under 
the strictest incognito, and that his mar- 
riage with Miss Elkins will take place 
during the Presidential election, when it 
is hoped the event will pass unnoticed.

| on Nov. 2 and in the evening at Youngs- 
town. Other speakers who have been as- 
signed to the State are Senator La Fo!- 
lette, Postmaster Genera] Meyer, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Garfield, Secretary 
of Commerce Straus, Senator Dolliver, 
Leslie M. Shaw, Gen. O. O. Howard, Con- 
gressman Longworth, and Congressman 
Foster of Vermont. 

Vorys has failed to bring peace to his 
party in Ohio. The Republicans in Ohio 
are split up into numerous factions by 
personal and public issues. Vorys -was 
expected to close up the breaches, but 
recently representations have reached 
headquarters that the situation has been 
growing worse instead of better. Vorys 
was charged with tactlessness in hand- 
ling the disgruntled factions. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—President

NEW YORK FOR TAFT BY 90,000 


National Committee’s Poll of State 
Shows Hughes Will Run Behind. 


A poll of this State, made on behalf of 
Chairman Hitchcock of the Republican 
National Committee, which has been al- 
most completed, indicates that New York 
will go for Taft and Sherman by a large 
majority. 

It is understood that the returns so far 
tabulated indicate a plurality of almost 
90,000 for the Republican National ticket, 
but also that Gov. Hughes will run con- 
siderably behind Taft. 

Republican National Committeeman Will- 
iam L, Ward of Westchester, under whose 
direction the poll has been mgde, said 
yesterday that the indications were “ very 
satisfactory "’ from a Republican point of 
view. Asked regarding the Gubernatorial 
situation, Mr. Ward said: 

** Gov. Hughes will be elected. There is 
not the slightest question about that.’’ 

The situation in Ohio during the last 
couple of days has caused the managers of 
the Taft campaign some uneasiness. The 
campaign there been run by the Re- 

ublican State Committee, From now on, 
t.is understood, the National Committee, 
while not usurping any duties or powers 
of the State Committee, will take a much

COMET’S TAIL NOT LOST. 


Albany Astronomer Differs from the 
French Observers. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 20,—Benjamin 
Boss, son and assistant of Prof. Lewis R. 
Boss, head of the Dudley Observatory in 
Albany, said to-day that the tail of the 
comet recently discovered by Prof. More- 
house of Chicago was fast changing its 
structure, but had not become separated 


from the main body, as had been reported | 


by French observers. 

“TI looked at the comet recently,” said 
Mr. Boss, “‘and the tail was visible, but 
considerably changed in form. The tail, 
instead of spreading out and being vsible 


all the way from the nucleus as when 
first seen, could hardly be seen for a con- 
siderable distance next to the main body. 
Only two narrow strips were visible, ex- 
tending from the main body to the end of 
the tail, which was still easily to be ob- 
served. The comet is fast approaching 
its perihelion, or the point in its orbit 
nearest the sun, being due there Dec. 26."’ 

Mr. Boss said that the Harvard Ob- 
servatory and Prof. Morehouse, the dis- 
coverer of the comet, had also noted the 
changes in the structure, but say that the 
tail is still connected with the main body.

an excuse for declining your invitation to 
send a message in writing to the assembly 
that will be gathered on that occasion. If 
there is any who still cares for my opinion 
about impending political issues, here it is: 

In my opinion there are two issues to be 
tried at the approaching Presidential elec- 
tion which in my mind take precedence of 
all others. a 

The first ie the paramount {mportance of 
organizing the Democratic Party so that It 
shall become as effective an opposition 
party as it was under Tilden. The second 
is to secure the speediest possible deliver- 
ance of our country from a demoralizing 
tariff unon imports. 

No man has been born who ever became 
fit to be treated with absolute power 
Neither can any party or body of men be 
trusted long, if at all, with absolute power 
without abusing it. The Republican Party 
has now been practically the controlling 
political party in this country for fifty 
years less one. I need not say how much it 
has abused that power, because with the 
absence of an opposition party it was im- 
possible not to abuse it; and there are few 
if any Republicans not beneficiaries of its 
patronage who will pretend that they would 
not have been much better satisfied with its 
achievements had it always enjoyed the ad- 
vantage of such adverse criticism as could 
have been expected from a well-organized 
opposition party. 


The Tariff Issue. 


The most disastrous fruit of the prolonged 
power of the Republican dynasty unques- 
tionably is its deliberate and persistent war 


upon our foreign commerce; its constant in- 
crease of tariff restrictions upon imports. 

Foreign commerce has dwindled until our 
exports exceed our imports by many mill- 
fons, and they largely consist of money or 
merchandise shipped to pay the interest on 
our foreign debt. 

Why is this? We have the largest contin- 
uous coast line of any nation in the world. 
with the most abundant supply in the world 
of iron, coal, copper, zinc, wood—articles 
which constitute the principal and most 
costly elements of shipbuilding and have 
thus been designated by Providence as the 
natural mistress of the seas, yet, if any one 
of our ninety millions of people wishes to 
visit any of the other continents of the 
world or to ship a package of merchandise 
he must hire a foreign shipowner to be his 
common carrier. We build no vessels for 
international commerce, while we are spend- 
ing millions upon millions upon our navy 
under the pretext of protecting our com- 
merce, while~we practically have no com- 
merce of our own to protect. We seem to 
have copled our maritime policy from the 
frog that, according to the proverb, without 
a shirt clamored for drawers, or, as the 
Germans say, ‘‘ Du willst andern Katzen 
fangen und kannst dir selbst keine maus 
fangen.’’ 

There was never a time in our history 
when our prospect of a commercial marine 
adapted to our resources was so bad as it Is 
to-day. Why is this? It was not always 
thus. So recently as 1861, and before we 
began systematically to plunder the people 
of our country under the pretext of protect- 
ing them, but actually to enrich a privi- 
leged class, we owned about one-third of the 
entire tonnage of the world. As early as 
1856 the total value of our imports and ‘ex- 
ports carried in American vessels exceeded 
four hundred and eighty millions; while the 
amount rried in forei vessels was less 
than one bundred and sixty millions. 

The tariff alone can explain the shameful 
fact that we have not at this very time a

| RESPONSE WINS APPLAUSE 
Fieceouios Again Demands That Lieu- 
tenant Governor Answer His Ques- 


tions Regarding Campaign Issues. 


The Day’s Political Events. 

Gov. Hyghes,, in half a dozen 
“speeches along the northern fringe, 
responded to all of Chanler’s queries 
and renewed his own. Chanler, in a 
speech at Hornell last night, said he 
would make’his position known when 
he was good and ready. 

Betting on the Gubernatorial elec- 
tion, which had’ been 5 to 4 on Chan- 
ler, sagged to even money last night. 


Arthur I. Vorys was relieved of 
the management of Taft’s campaign 
in Ohio. The National Committee 
will now step in and assume the 
management in the candidate’s own 
State. 

President Roosevelt heard bad 
news from Connecticut, where the 
managers intend to cancel Mr. Taft’s 
speaking ,engagements. 

Mr. Taft, with braaking voice, made 
a dozen speeches in West Virginia 
before large and responsive audi- 
ences. 

William J. Bryan, after a whirl- 
wind tour through the Hoosier State, 
wound up wtih big meetings in 
Louisville, Ky. We was cheered for 
fifteen minutes,

OGDENSBURG, Oct. 20,—Gov. Hughes 
‘did not lose any time to-day in answer- 
ing the questions put to him by Lieut. 
Gov. Chanler in his Newburg speech of 
Monday night. .Beginning his day's work 
at Malone, he answered categorically all 
of the ten questions, and then demanded 
!once more that the Democratic candidate 
| explain where he stood on the real issues 


of the campaigh, the Public Service Com- 
missions legislatfon and the race-track- 
gambling law. 

GOVERNOR’S ANSWERS. 

| The Governor's answers to Lieut. Gov. 
Chanler’s questions follow: 

“Instead of answering the questions 
that I put that were perfectly fair Mr. 
Chanler proceeds to ask me some ques- 
tions. Appar atly he expects that some of 
them will be so impertinent that I will 
not answer them. There he is mistaken. 
I shall answer them and I do answer 
them, thus: 

I—Are you in favor of a Constitutional 
amendment providing for the election of 
United States Senators by the people? 

Answer—I am, 

2.—Are you in favor of the re-election of 
Uniled States Senators Platt and Depew? 

Answer—This {# not a question for the 
Governor, but for the Legislature, 


8.—Why did you refuse to appoint a rail- 
road man upon the Public Service Commis- 
sion? Was it because there was no practi- 
cal railroad man in the State having the 
ability, in your opinion, to fill such a posi- 
tion? 

Answer—[ did. appoint a practical railroad 
man upon the: Public Service Commission 
of the Second District, which has general 
supervision of the railroads outside the 
counties composing Greater New York. He 
was a man of large and varied experience 
in the different brahches of practical rail- 
roading. lI refer to James E. Sague. One 
of those who recommended him to me was 
Lieut, Gov.

Flings and Taunts, 


“Last night he made what purports 
to be an answer to the questions that Il 
asked him on Oct. 3, but I looked through 
it and read and reread it, and I did not 
find any answer at all.

TAKEN AS “RADIUM CURE MAN”: 


Dr. Kirk or Hale, Arrested Here, Gives 
Bail for Trial in New Orleans. 


On the charge that his prisoner was in 
reality Dr. Wililam H. Hale, known as 
the ‘‘fake radium cure mn,” because of 
an alleged swindle perpetrated in 1905, 
Inspector Kincaid of the Post Office De- 
partment arrested a man yesterday who 
had registered at the Hotel Navarre as 
Dr. B. L. Kirk of Kansas City. The man 
did not deny that he was Hale, for whom 
Supreme Court Justice Fuller issued a 
warrant six months ago in Washington, 
and who is under indictment in New 
Orleans, charged with having operated a 
swindling scheme through the mails. 

Kirk or Hale, as he allowed himself to 


be called, was arraigned before Magis- 
trate Droege in the Tombs Court and re- 
manded to United States Commissioner 
Shields. In the Federai Building he waived 
extradition proceedings and gave bail in 
$2,500 for trial In New Orleans. 

Kincald asserted that Hale had spent 
fourteen months in Joliet Prison, eight- 
een months in an English prison, and 
eight months in the New York Peniten- 
tiary on charges similar to that made 
yesterday. The Inspector sald that in 
1905 Hale was arrested for swindling John 
McCullom of Mount Vernon out of $9,865. 
According to the Inspector a Dr. Kane 
was implicated, but both men escaped 
with light sentences by returning most of 
the money. z : 

The latest complaint.is that Hale rep- 
resented’ himself in circulars as a cele- 
brated London specialist, and in that réle 
duped a large number of sick persons 
throughout the country.

In the Lexington Avenue Schoo] there exists 
an institution, which, as your article states, 
is completely equipped, running without a jar, | 
and which ts provided with a competent and 
expert Principal and corps of teachers. It ts 
a ranking school for the deaf in the United 


States, and is visited constantly by those in- 
terested in the teaching of the deaf, both tn 
this country and abroad. Why should it be! 
disturbed in the good work which it ts doing ; 
in order to have the city make a costly (and; 
additional) experiment? There can be no doubt 
that it would be costly, inasmuch as the city 
is now paying for only about one-half of the 
pupils in this as well as other similar insti- 
tutions, while should it become a municipal 
institution the city would naturally be forced 
to pay for all the pupils, or to face the un- 


pleasant alternative of depriving the other 


half of their very necessary education. In-

‘HARRIMAN OPPOSES 
HOLDING COMPANY 


Proposed Segregation of Union| 


Pacific’s $200,000,000 Se- 
curities About Given Up. 


HE NEVER’ FAVORED IT 


Retirement of the Southern Pacific’s 
Preferred Stock Likely to be Ef- 
fected by a Bond Issue. 


Revival of the rumor in Wall Street yes- 
terday that the plan for the segregation 
of the Union Pacific’s stock investments 
from its railroad property was likely to 
be taken up for active consideration by 
the Directors in the near future, brought 
out the information that E. H. Harriman 
has definitely taken a stand against the 
carrying out of this plan. 

The attitude of Mr. Harriman toward 
the proposed segregation of the Union 
Pacific’s investment holdings cannot be 
gaid to be a reversal of opinion on his 
Part for the reason that he has never 
been in favor of the segregetion plan, an 
associate of his said yesterday. When 
Mr. Harriman in October last year called 
@ meeting to consider the question of sep- 
@rating the road's investments from its 
railroad property by the formation of a 
holding company to take over its stock 
holdings in other roads, including the 
Southern Pacific, the Baltimore & Ohio, 
the Illinois Central, and a number of oth- 
ers or otherwise, he acted in deference to 
the wishes of other Directors of the road. 
He was not at that time in favor of the 
@egregation nor has he been at any time 
gince, as far as can be learned. As mat- 
ters now stand the segregation plan is 
likely never to be carried out unless Mr. 
Warriman withdraws from the position he 
has taken, and there is said to be no dis- 
Position on the part of his associates to 
urge him to change his attitude. Their 
attitude is sald to be that while they 
would like to see the segregation plan 
warried out they recognize that the re- 
sponsibility of the situation rests with 
Mr. Harriman and that it is proper that 
the decision should be left with him. 


Pome seg its Southern Pacific's hold- 
s, the Union Pacific has over $200,000,- 
of securities which might be turned 
over to a holding company were the 
segregation plan carried out. Some_ ot 
the important interests in the Union Pa- 
cific believe that these large holdings in 
the stocks of other roads give the Union 
Pacific too much the character of an in- 
vestment company and that good policy 
calls for a separation of these assets from 
the railroad property. Mr. Harriman 
does not share this view. Last October, 
when the matter was brought up before 
the Directors, a special committee, con- 
gisting of Mr. Harriman himself, HH. Cc. 
Frick, Marvin Hughitt, R. 8S. Lovett, 
James Stillman, and Oliver Ames, was 
appointed to work out a plan for the 
separation of the company's investments 
from its railroads. This committee is un- 
derstood to have accepted the task in the 
belief that the formulation of such a 
Jan was to be actively carried forward. 
r. Harriman’s attitude in the matter, 
however, was quickly defined, and the 
committee so far has done nothing, nor, 
from the information had yesterday, is it 
likely to do anything. 

In respect to the proposed retirement 
of the preferred stock of the Southern 
Pacific ny, which until 1910 is re- 
tirable at 115, the fact that the Harriman 
interests expect to effect a saving of 
from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 a year 
through the retirement of this stock indi- 
cates that they count on being able to 
raise the capital to replace that repre- 
sented by the-preferred through an issue 
of securities bearing from 8% to 4% per 
cent. interest. A bond issue for caSh, or 
offered in some form of exchange for 
the outstanding preferred stock, was sug- 
gested yesterday as the most likely 
means of effecting such a saving.

TELL OF 2,900-FOOT FALL. 


|American Aeronauts Fell Through a 
Roof and Got Woman’s Apology. 


A. Holland Forbes and Augustus Post, 
the two American aeronauts who fell 
2,900 feet in the balloon Conqueror at 
Berlin recently, arrived here yesterday 
by the Kronprinzessin Cecilie, looking 
none the worse for their experience. Mr. 
Post said that the bag of the balloon was 
ninety feet high, and held 80,000 feet of 
gas. When the accident happened the 
| balloon was 2,000 feet above the Berlin 
gas works, and 80,000 persons were watch- 
ing it. 

# When we saw that a big lateral rip 
‘had been made in the balloon below the 
middle we realized at the same instant 
we were in great peril,’’ said Mr. Post. 
‘Forbes and I commenced to throw out 
|} the bags of sand as rapidly as possible, 
but the balloon descended more rapidly 
|toward the earth than the sand. 
| “There were forty-two sacks of sand 
‘in all. Ten were inside the basket, and 
|} these were thrown out first. Then we 
eut the lines to which the others were at- 
|tached. When the balloon was with in a 
short distance of the ground it began to 
drop more slowly, and that gave the fall- 
jing sand bags a chance to go ahead of 
us. The opening of the balloon like a 
parachute saved our lives. 
“The woman who lived fn the bed- 
|} room that we so unceremoniously entered 
through the roof wrote two days after- 
ward ‘apologizing for not being at home 
when we called. It is surprising how 
easy it is to go comfortably chroush the 
roof of a model dwelling if one only car- 
ries sufficient impetus and weight.’’

sary, as his testimony in the proceedings 
;can be taken by deposition at Matteawan, 
| where Thaw now is. 

The Thaw attorneys were thunder- 
struck at the decision. They had not 
expected that a United States Court 
Judge would overrule another Judge of 
_the satne court, and ex-Gov. William A. 
Stone, attorney Charles Mo:rschauser, and 
Trustee Roger O’Mara expressed them- 
selves rather bitterly on the matter. 

Just at the hour for closing court to- 
night Thaw’s counsel served notice of an 
appeal from the decision of Judge Kanes, = 
It will be carried to the Court of Appeals 
and to the United States Supreme Court 
if necessary. 

“We are going to get Harry Thaw out 
of Matteawan, and that’s all there is to 
it," said Mr Morschauser to-night. 

The end of the argument came abruptly 
to-day after Thaw’s counsel had just com- 
plet their answer to Col. Asa Bird 
Gardiner’s argument against bringing 
Thaw to Pittsburg, and in which he asked 
to have the writ quashed. 

At 12:15 o’clock ex-Gov. Stone presented 
his reasons to refute what Col. Gardiner 
had claimed previously, arguing that the 
State line offered no barrier to the bring- 
ing of a prisoner to testify. He cited as 
a@ precedent a case in an English court 
where an insane prisoner had been pro- 

, duced in court and his testimony taken. 

; Judge Young interrupted Mr. Stone sev- 
| eral times, asking to know why 
'¢ould not be just as well examined at 
Matteawan as by yon oy him to Pitts- 
burg, to which Mr. Stone insisted that as 
Thaw had been acquitted of a murder 
charge on the ground of insanity it 
made his case different, and that it 
would not reflect on the State of New 
York by bringing him to Pittsburg, nor 
show any discourtesy. 

‘It certainly does make a difference if 

you take a prisoner out of the jurisdiction 
of the court which committed him to a 
place of safe keeping,” retorted Judge 
Young. 
“I don’t ses why they should object,” 
said Mr. Stone, 
argued rather tartly about the full pow- 
ers of the habeas corpus law, and showed 
that because Thaw’had committed a mur- 
der he was not different from any other 
insane prisoner whose deposition might 
be taken in the asylum, 

The hearing was filled with tilts be- 
tween counsel, 

‘‘“My learned friend and fellow army 
comrade no doubt thinks that Thaw can 
be brought legally to Pittsburg,” said 
Col. Gardiner, ‘‘ but the wish is father 
of the thought, and now it is further 
away than ever." 
| Mr. Stone exclaimed at this: ‘“* Now 
| why do you say that?” 

“Well, I'll tell just you why," retorted 
Col. Gardiner, and he proceeded to refer 
again to the alleged irregular features in 
the case as presented by Thaw’s counsel. 
‘“‘ And here is a very singular thing about 
it, your Honor,” he continued. “I find 
that Attorney Stone is Thaw’s personal 
counsel, and yet here he comes into this 
court as counsel for the receiver in bank- 
ruptcy, Mr. O'Mara. There seems to be 
a discrepancy there, as it is strange that 
the same attorney can represent both the 
| bankrupt and the creditors at the same 
| time, for the receiver certainly stands for 
the creditors.” 

Mr. Stone started to say something, 
when Judge Young interrupted and said 
‘that he had concluded that he would 
quash the writ and dismiss the petition. 

At the morning hearing there was 
| bitter clash between counsel, Co 
1 Gardiner begged for a short delay in or- 
der to copy some notes in the case. At- 
torney H, P. Meyer here arose and said 
[that Col. Gardiner had concealed some 
|! papers, and that all the papers had not 
| been presented. This was denied by Col. 
at Gardiner, who, rising to his feet, 
| said: 

‘““As soon as you gentlemen stop this

In his decision, after referring to the 
| Thaw bankruptcy proceedings and_ the 
writ calling for the production of Thaw 
| in court here, Judge Young says: 
| Section 353 of the Revised Statutes pro- 
| vides that ‘‘ the writ of habeas corpus shall 
in no case extend to a prisoner in jail un- 
less among other things it is mecessary to 
bring the prisoner into court to testify.’’ 
We have then in this section the authority 
to grant the writ to bring the prisoner from 
his place of confinement to testify, but the 
power should only be exercised when there 
is the necessity of having the evidence of 
t prisoner. Unless the necessity is so 
arent that the ends of justice may be de- 
feated if the evidence were not produced, 
the court of the jurisdiction where the evi- 
dence is needed will be slow to grant a writ 
which will remove a person confined by 
the court to &nother Jurisdiction from his 
of confinement. 

After a careful examination of the record 
in the light of the law and practice as we 
understand it, we have concluded that no 
necessity has arisen for the bringing of the 
prisoner away from his proper place of con- 
finemrment inte thie district. If his evidence 
is necessary, his deposition can be taken. 
Sections A and PB of the Bankrupt act pro- 
vide all the means for a thorough exam- 
ination of the bankrupt. The writ must 
therefore be quashed and the petition dis- 
missed, with costs. 

Col, Gardiner, who represented the New 
York authorities, left for New York to- 
night.

If we can 
not arrange matters so that pulp timber 
can be brought here cheaply the price of 
print paper will go sky high.”

Half a score of engines 
were brought within a few rods of the

| blazing material toppled into the canal 

with a roar of steam that was heard in 
distant parts of the city. 

Many firemen were slightly hurt by 
falling bricks and glass, while three fell 
jinto the canal, which is about eight feet 
deep, and had to be rescued with ropes.

| F. Morgan injured his back. 

The flames started in a small top floor 
j}room of the trunk factory and quickly 
|gathered headway among raw stock stored 
n the structure. It was soon seen that 
there was no chance to save the blazing 
building, and the department's attention 
| Was turned to a recent addition made to 
| sae factory. The wind was so strong, 
| however, that it, too, was doomed, and 
j}all that was attempted was to keep it 
from spreading. By noon, three hours 
after the fire started, the large struct- 
ures were in ruins, with their contents a 
total loss. The stock and buildings, ac- 
cording to Levi Goldsmith, head of the 
} trunk company, were protected fully by 
| fire insurance. 

Nearly twoscore frame buildings within 
a radius of a third of a mile from the 
burning structures caught fire from fly- 
ing sparks.
